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THE objections filed by Messrs. 
Beck, Boardman and Pierce Evans, 
District Attorney, in the Logo- 
marsino bridge matter, as advised, 
are misleading. As we understand 
the situation there was a partial 
arrangement between Washoe 
county, Storey county and the 
ranchers interested, to construct a 
bridge across the Truckee river, be- 
tween Reno and Wadeworth, there 
being no means of crossiug the 
river between these points other 
than by fording, which is hazard- 
ous. Astothe history as to how 
Mr. Curtis came to construct the 
bridge, for the want of knowledge 
the GAZETTE is silent, but there is 
on file a petition signed by many of 
the most prominent citizens of this 
county for the construction of a 
bridge where the one in contro- 
versy was built. Mr. Curtis 
erected the bridge and the 
County Commissiloners after- 
ward, believing it necessary 
for the use of the conuty under a 
clause iu section 1,949 of the Gen- 
eaal Laws, whieh section provides 
that, among other things the Board 
of Commissioners shall have 
the power to “lease or pur- 
chase apy real or personal 
property necessary for the use of 
the county, provided, no purchase 
of real property shall be made un- 
less the value of the same be pre- 
viously appraised and fixed by three 
disinterested persons, to be ap- 
pointed for the purpose by the 
District Judge, who shall be 
sworn to make a true apprais- 
ment thereof, accordiug to the best 
of their knowledge and ability. 
The Commissiovers, acting under 
the above quoted clause, applied to 
the Court, and Messrs. Powell, 
Mapes and Walker were appointed 
appraisers and reported the value 
of the bridge to be $2,000. If the 
facts are as we understand them 
there is no obligation ou the part of 
the county to purchase the bridge 
unless public neceasity demands it, 
and that isa matter in which the 
Commissioners are the sole judges, 
unless they are enjoined, or 
other legal steps are taken. 
The question as to how the 
bridge was constructed cannot 
enter into the controversy. The 
whole thing in a nutshell is, a 
bridge has been built, independent 
of the county, which has no title 
directly or indirectly to it. That 
being so, can the Commissioners 
purchase it, should they consider it

Reugh Experience of Vessels Off 
the Coast of Newfoundland.

SHOOTING SPARROWS. 


A Practical Scheme for Destroying 
the Pest. 

Marion (O.), April 11.—Members of 
the Marion aud Haber Gun Clubs of 
this place fell into line this morning 
and began the destygction of the spar- 
rows with shotguns at a premium of 
ten cents per dozen.

The Board of County Commie- 
sloners held a special meeting to- 
day, and the following report of the 


the mass meeting, held last Mon- 
day evening, for the purpose of 
adopting measures relative to the 
organization of an efficient fire de- 
partment for the town of Reno, was 
submitted: | 
RENo, April 12, 1888. 
To the Honorable Board of County 
Commissioners of Washoe Caunty, 


Nevada, 

' GENTLEMEN: We, the under- 
signed committee appointed at the 
fire meeting held at the court-house 
at Reno, on Monday evening, the 
9th inst., to confer with your board, 
beg leave to make the following re- 
port, and recommend as follows: 

1. That two steamer companies 
be organized and composed of ten 
men each, exclusive of the engineer 
and fireman. 

2. That an independent hose 
company of eight men be organ- 
ized and independent of the steamer 
engine companies. 

3. That the hand engine gom- 
pany be placed across the river on 
% Nob Hill,“ and in the hands of 
the competent company organized, 
and that the same be fully equipped 
with hose, etc.; and further that 
suitable quarters be immediately 
fitted up for the housing of the 
same. 

4. We further recommend that 


in separate houses, one remaining 
in the house of Engine Company 
No. 1, and that some place on the 
south side of the railroad track be 
selected and fitted up for Engine 
Company No. 2, if deemed practi- 
cable at this time; if not that the 
present quarters of Eagine Com- 
pany No. 1 be enlarged, so that the 
companies may have some accom- 
modations in that house, or at least 
have a room in which to hold their 


meetings, as itis now impossible 
on account of the crowded condition 
of the room in which nearly all of 
the fire apparatus of the town is 
contained. This fact is certainly 
very annoyiog and discouraging to 
auy company or companies which 
may ve organized. This change, in 
our judgment, will further the effl- 
ciency of tbe department in case of 
fire, and furtber create a rivalry be- 
tween the compavies, and havea 
tendency to enthuse them to 
prompt action. One heater for one 
of the steamers is ao absolute ne- 
cessity and should be purchased at 
once. We do not deem it neces-

‘| your hands to provide for as 


sary for both steamers to be kept 
heated, unless you decide to house 
them together, in which case one | 
heater will answer for both steam- 
ers. 

5. There should at once be pur- 
chased some books and ladders and 
a truck should be provided 
to handle the same, the 
department being entirely without 
either. We draw your attention to 
the two fires which have recently 
taken place, and which have shown 
the necessity of the last mentioned 
apparatus being procured. 

6. We further suggest to your 
Honorable Board that the electiou 
of the Chief Engineer and one As- 
sistant Chief be left entirely with 
the several companies. After they 
shall have been duly organized 
they shall meet jointly and elect 
the Chief and First Assistant Chiet 
by ballot. Then the Cormmission- 
ers may ratify their election by 
endorsing the election of the com- 
panies, We feel assured that by 
this procedure the companies will 
be satisfied, and jointly elect a man 
of their choice, and one whom they 
will be willing to work under and 
obey orders, as given. 

7. Now as regards to the expendi- 
ture of thetwo hundred and fifty 
dollars ($250) per month to properly 
maintain the Fire Department, 
we suggest as follows: That one 
Steward be engaged at asalary of 
sixty dollars ($60) per month, 
who shall devote his entire 
time and attention inand around 
the engine house or houses 
and keep in readiness for action in 
case of an alarm of fire all the ~@ 
paratus belonging to the depar 
ment, including hose, etc.

Beef Points of 
National Stockman. ] 
Many leading dairy writers argue 


| at this time for specific dairy cattle: 


for dairy purposes, shatting the 


dairy characteristics. We agree 
with a number of the points made, 
and concede that there is much of 
philosophy in them; but after all it 
is one of those things which like so 
many other things connected witb 
agricultural pursuits, must be mod- 
ified to suit individual circum- 
stances. If a man is following 
dairying exclusively, and cannot or 
will not make any use of his bull 
calves, often not even raising his 
heifers, then the best dairy devel- 
opment alone is naturally the ob- 
ject. From this position clear 
through to the other extreme, 
where the breeder or farmer cares 
little for the milk except as it may 
be used to start calves toward a 
good beef form, there are all de- 
grees of wants to be met, Breeders 
have attempted to develop and im- 
Prove types of cattle to meet these 
wants, and as a result there arg 
distinct types which in some de- 
gree combine the two qualities. 
The farmer with whom dairying 
is only a co-ordinate branch of 
farm industry must make use of 
his bull calves to advantage, aud 
he cannot afford to utterly ignore 
beef points. There are plenty of 
beef cattle in this country which 
have little if anything to recom- 
mend them to those interested in 
milk; and at the same time there 
are beef families whose dairy de- 
velopment is sufficient to give them 
a positive standing on that ground. 
Then there are cattle classed as 
dairy stock whose beef features 
must be conceded to be worthy of 
consideration by the man who 
warts both milk and beef. 

There is no cast-iron rule which 
can be laid down to govern those 
looking fer cattle from which milk 
is desired. It is one of those things 
in which it is just as impraeticable 
to hold people down to one line of 
selection as it is to have all agree 
on a common interpretation of 
Bible truth. Each man is in this 
matter of choosing cattle a law 


out of his way to make a studied 
selection he is as apt to do so to 
advantage as though he followed 
an accepted dictum as to his needs, 
There isa great variation in ani- 
mals of any distinct breed. There 
are often only fair milkers among 
dairy cattle; just as there are only 
fair beefers to be not infrequently 
found among beef herds. Cross- 
breeding and grading have made 
some of the finest prize beef ani- 
mals the country has ever known; 
and the same process has produced 
many every-day most profitable 
milkers;—though it is most unfor- 
tunate that from these facts many 
infer that cross-breds and grades 
are the kind ofstock to breed from. 
All this*being true, coupled with 
the circumstances that there is 
here and there a “native” milker, 
the peer of almost any other ‘for 
profit, shows that while the special 
claims made for special dairy cat- 
tle, or for alleged general-purpose 
cattle, are in a measure correct, 


they must all be accepted with a 


grain of allowance by the farmer 
who looks to the daily and yearly 
produce of his stoek for profit.
